Touching the firſt; Ir is roo apparant, that their 
territories extend to the Aſian and Africare 
ſhores, from Trebizond, in the bortome of the 
blacke Sea,ro Mr 77er, neighbouring rhe Straites of 
Gibralter, vety neete fixe thouſand Engliſh miles, 
beſidethe poſſeſſion of Greece,and' her lands, with 
his intruſion into Hwngartre, and dilacerating the 
peace of many Nations: They haue likewife as an

auxiliary. fricad , the. great-Tartar Chrim, from 
whoſe Ance(arx” T anberlaine proceeded, who 
though him preved a great enemy to. Turkes, 
yet doth Taftar Chrim boaſt of affinity tothe firſt 
Scythian Othoman,lo that if his dire line. ſhould” 
faile, hechallepgerh;the proximity of, Succeſſion, 
and inioying the proſperity of rheſe large Terri- 
tories of .Aſiaand Enrope, for which purpoſe hee 
keepeth correſpondency with the Turke,and at his 
appoyntment ſendeth 1600p. T artars to aflift him 
i his enterpriſes, whereby. the T#rkes haue man 
times great multitudes of men, and good focceſt, 
in their attempts : For, they haue prevailed both 
againſt ewes and (Hri#1ans,poſſeſling at this houre 
the Metropolitan City of 1eryſalem inTAſia,Grand 
Cairo in Africa, and Conftanttnople in Europe, and 
arc indeed tranſported with an inſulting brauery, 
that they are a people defigned of God, to bee the: 
principall Nation of. the carth, anda ſcourge to: 
whip the ſinners of the world. 

Touching the glorification of their Religion 
who knowes. not, that either hath been conuer-: 
{ant in Conſtantinople,or would be conuerfant with. 
rhe ſtories of former times, that the  _1/mora- 
ta,SolimannagSophia, and divers other. Moſques,be - 
not onely oftenrousedifices and Churches of ad- 

mjration,but workes. of charity,and obſeruantho- 
lineſle: yea,as we call it, money laid out ad pros. w-. 
{as?Tſpeake notof 1obs Tombe, nor.many other fe. . 
queſtred places,wherein theſe Princes, to. demon- | 
{rate rhejr opinion of a Deity, and care to main-- 
calnc. 
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taine Mahumetan conſtitutions, imployed theit- 


time, and wealth, ſuperſtitiouſly conceiting ſome 


merir in their obedience; and thar the joyes 6f 


Paradiſe ſhould be augmented, as they augmented 
their piety on earth : nay, you ſhall reade in that 
wonderfull hiſtory of So/imarn the Magnificent ; 
and the faire,though dangerous Roxalana, that ſhe 
contriued her manumifſion,and fo obtained to be 
Empreſſe, vader a diflimuled YanRity, and holy ad- 


dition to the building of a Church in honour of 


the Prophet,and glory of Religion. In a word, you 
ſhall find,thar by this occaſion, the principall Ma: 
ty,with the Doctors of the Law,haue more accefle 
to the Emperour,and open a largerheart of ſecrets, 
then cither Yzceer, or Bafhaw, Yea the Emperonr, be 
he'neuer ſo'warlike, or vicious, ftandeth more in 
awe of their prohibitions, then the reuolts or mu- 
tinies of the tumultuary 7aniſaries , by whom a- 
lone,as you reade of Hercules and 4las ſupporting 
the: heauens, this great'frame of Monarchy is vp- 
held, and: kept ſecure,from any daring hands to 
diſ-ioynethe ſame: and thus in generall. 

\ Butif you would more particularly be acquain- 
red with the motives, and aQiue terrifying the 
Kirrgdome of Poland,and other contederate'Chri- 
tian Prouinces., wee muſt needs fetch the ſtory a 
little from the beginning;and fo draw ir downe to 
theſemoderne times, wherein the braue Sig7ſnond 
and the hopefull Prince his Sonne, /haueprooued 
the ſonnes of Mars, and -regiſtred their renownes 
-ypon the recordot honour; and filled vp the ally 
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of exployts with their vworthineſſe. 
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Know then , that vvhile Sir Thomas Glouer was 


his Maicſtics of E-2/ands Embaſſador at Coniaxti. 
nople, there was refident in his houſe, one Gafparo 
Gratiano,in the nature of a Drogaman, who was 
Auitria,and fo a SubieR to bh; 
Germany, but at laſk a ſcruant to the Prince of Mob 
dauia : that Prince, I meane, that came: into- Eng-+ 
land, and had gracious intertainement with the 
King and his Nobles: that Prince, veho vvas dif; 
poſſeſſed of his inheritance through the povver 
of Competitors: that Prince, vvhoſe Mother I 
haue ſeene poorely folliciting the Embaſſador ar 
Conitantinople for reliefe : that Prince, vvho vvas 
vvith the ſame .Gaſparo impriſoned in the ſeuen 
Towers,for complayning of the Viccer,who tooke 
part vvith his Compertitor : that Prince, who yer 
eſcaped,and vvas faine to flee for ſuccour toallthe 
Princes of Exrope: that Prince,yvbo returned from 


ulphus, Emperor of 


Exzland with ſufficient revvard, andcredit for tet 
thouſand Dollers among our Marchiants. In a 
word,that Prince, vvho covertly came from Yenice 
to Conitantivople, and fo engaged Sir T homes 
Gleuer , that hee had reaſon-to complaine of the 
Viceers oppolition., andithe negle& of his ovene 
fortune. For as it ſhould ſeame,he had taken vp fo 
much money-to aſhift him,thathe almoſt Bfthign- 
ſelte, and made a great: vertue-ymbragious: vvith. 
the malignityiof time, oo 

Yet doth that PrincEaduenture ra-_ HL akdavis, 
determining ta re-imecgratehis fortune,by — 
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of fa&tions. But it ſhould ſeeme till Nemeſis in 
Teroo, Forhis aduerfaries vvere fo ſtrengthened 
by Ge Viceers fauour at Con#tantinople, that there 
vveat our a ſtrange Edi from the Grand ſienieur, 
both to haue a ceſſation of the vvarre, and to c- 
ſtabliſh the Vſurper in the poſſeſſion. Thus fled 
the Prince once againe into Po/and, and vvas pro- 
miſed reliefe, yea, fo forvvard in returning home, 
that ſome companies of foote, and troopes of 
Horſe vvere ready to march in his bchaltfe. 

While theſe things vvere thus ated on the 
ſtage of variety in Moldauia, Signieur Gaſpard Gra- 
tiano imployed in Yerice by Sir Thomas Glower, re- 
turnes to Conitantineple z but finding that the Em. 
bafſadors fortunes vvere.as it were obſcured with 
ſome cloud of diſturbance, he went another way 
to worke to winde vp the pullics of his owne ad- 
uancement, cither byforce,or policy, in which re- 
ſolution all things were ſo auſpicious vato him, 
thar he was ſuddenly ſent vvith letters to- the Em- 
peror of Germany from the Grand ſignieur, which 
was ſomewhat wondred at inreſpe& of his mean- 
neſle and former feruile imployment, till it was 
publikely knownethax his owne brother was a Re- 
neeado Chawſe, and in | os account with the 
Viceer , yea , one of his ſiſters (as he told me him- 
ſelfe) was taken priſoner comming as a Pilgrime 
to Jeruſalem, and ſo brought to Conſtantinople, 
but whether reſerued for the Twrkesvie, or ſome 
Baſhaw,he could not tell. 

In the meane while, Sir Thomas Eloer is recal- 
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6-521 
led into England, and ter Paul Pindar,. who 
had been Conſull at Petraſſe and Aleppo, as many 
yeeres commorant in thoſe parts, was confirmed 
his Maieſties Embaſſdour in Conftartinople, in 
whoſe time the former Gaſparo Gr atzano-xeturnes a- 
gaine tothe great Citty, and was, imployed into 
Moldauja by the Viceer, cither as an ouerſeer of 
the ations of that Prouince,oras,anew-aducriary 
to the vafortunate Prince his Maſter., wharart laſt 
was there miſchieuouſly poyſoned amongſt them, 
or as ſome will haue it,abſojute gouernour, till the 
true titles might appeare, and the controuerhies be 
determined. 

How he behaued hinaſele,l will not diſpute,nor 
conſtantly maintaing , that bs deals txeacheroully 
with the King of Poland, certifying vndex band, 

that cohtrary to. the peace contracted with the 
>. Grand ſigmieur he ſupporied the pirars of the black 
Seaandthe inhabitants of Bygdonia, the inteſtine 
broyles of Holdarya, the incurhons of many. Coſ- 
ſacks, whereby the Tuxke was then much exaſpera- 
red againſt Poland, and a manifeſt cloyd of mitl- 
chicte hung over all thoſe Countries apparantly. 
But this I ara ſuxe of, that his Maieſtics Embaſia. 
dor of Poland,Leigier at Coſt auz4yople,had neither 
ſo graciousaudicnceas he was.wont, nor ſuch (e- 
curityas the priuiledges of Embaſſadors preſumed 
on, Fox prelently. the Gxapd ſegnignr exclaymed a- 
gainſt them all in fury and diſpleaſure , and when 
there was forcible intimation; jadeed concerning 
the bufines of Mo/daxja, and the many claymes to 
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the Principality by fa&tious Lords, he not onely 
gaue commaundement to ouer-ruiine that Conn- 

, but ro teach Pol/z1d ir ſelfe a new i:flon of o- 
bedience,y durſtbeauxihary to a petty Province, 
againſt fo mighty a Monarke and greateſt Prince 
in'the world : nor endgd itthus'in a kinde of ſhen- 
der ee, bur'th£Uircatnings had tearmes of 
oſtentatfen, beſides rhe exprobrating their perfi. 
diouſneſſe, yea, theletters/ Mad wonderfull ritles, 
andfar-fetcht denominations, theEmbaffies, mix- 
ture of profanenefle,and prefamprion ofoner-run- 
ning Europe; and all this was done in the life of 
Aehmate, though. for the time the whole frame of 
this conceiued diſpleaſure proued a Babyloniſh 
Tovver, and ended onely'in'confuſionof Langua- 


ges: Foras yet more then'the cuſtomary breaking 


out of the Coſſacks of Bogdonta, and the territories: 
about the blacke Sea, there vvas no'tmaynic Army 
on foor;, but onely certaine preparatiues ro a fol- 
lovving warre. For as if hge would leaue his rage 
hereditary , he commanded rhe principall Mnf:; 
and DoRorsof the Law to remember this charge 
to his Sonne, and ptit hirtin inde of 'the proſe- 
cufion : which accordingly vvitWhliall obcdierice 
he performed indeed, and brought our the furics 
of his vengeance toaC@tharpart,whichthey haue 
now played-in thoſe-Countries. Bur becauſe many 
remarkeable things happened in the'death of 4ch- 
»21teFfore this young Phaeton came to guide and 
manage the Horſes ot this Monarchies Chariot, 


give mee leaue to infiſt a little vpon them , and 
D 3 model! 
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modell out this relation toſome forme of pleaſure 
and contentment. 

Achmate comming to the Empire at-15. yeeres 
old,remained in the fame,till he was almoſt thirty, 
in which time pleaſure ſurferred on eaſe, and caſe 
had ſuch changes of wantonneſle, that hee ſeemed 
weary with the continuance of delight : for Sarda- 
napalus came ſhort of him for abundice of Concu- 
bir;es,and variety of luxurie : ſo rhat if itbee true, 
that Yoluptates commendat rarior vſus, it muit needs 
follow,that to play thus continually, proued as te- 
dious to him as to worke; and to gurmandie thus 
without ceſſation, muſt needs raiſe rather a loth- 
ſomeneſle then ſarisfa&ion. In briefe,he had ſo ma- 
ny wiues & children,that,in a maner, he forgot the 
the glory of his Family,8 the proſecution of glori. 
ous cnterpriſes, giuing himſelfe ouer to the Syrens 
incantation of Luſt and laſciuiouſneſle: in the heate 
of which outrage,he determined to kill his brother 
Muſtapha, a Prince of great expeQation, whom as 
yer, ſome ſupernaturall prouidence had preſerued 
from death : Butnow to colour his pretences, ſuch 
was the law,ſuch was the cuſtome,nay,ſuch was the 
neceſſity of preſeruation, that as Nature teacheth 
all creatures the way of ſecurity; ſo had Policy in- 
{truced theſe Princes by this one Machiauelia trick 
ro prevent miſchiefes, infurre&tions, faions, com- 
petitions, murthers,and all ſuch affcightings that 
make Princes vahappy,itthey be once put 1n feare 
indeed. This made Damocles that he:could eate no 
meate, when hee ſaw the ſword ready to fall vpon 
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him, that hung ouer his head by a horſe haire. 

This made the Emperour tell his flatterer, that if 
he knew what cares were the Companions of his 
Crowne,he would not take it vp, though itlay in 

his way asa donationof Fortunc, This made: Dz0- 
zyſ:us truſt none but his daughter, to burne off his. 
haire withnutthels: and this made Achmate tocon- 
tinue the cuſtome of his Progenitors, by remouing, 
all the cauſes of terrourand ſuſpition, though the 
life of his brethren payed for it, 

But what ſayes the Poet? Multa cadunt inter ca- 
licem ſupremaque labra, So as this iolly Prince was 
running away with the apprehenſion of. his. happi- 
. neſle, ſetting downe a determinate houre forthe 
firangling of Prince Muſtapha his brother , the 
night before the period of his Cataſtrophe, a fearfull 
Viſion.diuerted him fromtheenterpriſe,and afear- 
full voyce ecchoed in his cares,that there could bee 
no Religion in murther; and thoſe ſacrifices which 
the Tyrants made in former, times, of. blood and 
humane fleth, were the cauſes of rhe ruine'and de- 
uaſtation of their Monarchies; yea, vtter lofſe of 
body and ſoule ro the Princes themmſelues. is 

Little thought the great T»rke to. haue-found a 
 3-007{- pg in his {leepe; and lefle did hee 

uſpe&that there was ſuch a God: abqye. ro.cqun- 
termand the gods on the earth, But ſa predomi- 
nant was his ouer-ruling Gen/#s at this tyme,and ſo 
tractable his obedience,that the. very-next day hee 
ſent for the principall 4#fty, ſome Doors: of -the 
Law,and Scazder Baſhaw, who was delegated Gene. 
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N ewes from Poland. 
rall againſt the Poloriars : To whom hee imparted 
the apparition, and of whom hee received ſome. 
thing ſortable ro the flattering of Princes ; bur al. 
ropgether vnſcaſonable, becauſe his ſoule was rouch. 
ed with ſome rough hands, & he wiſely confidered 
there was more to bee looked afcer,then a'prefent 
etcarneſſe, or flouriſhitig tyranny: whereupon e. 
ten inthetr preſence he ſends for his brother, dif. 
_ chirgeth his-Mutes,Whowerethe officers of death, 
alloweth him a Gard'of Capozzes, appoynteth him 
a'Caihz, or Banqueting-houſe by himfelfe, and ar 
laſtpreuailerh rhus wirhhis owne great heart, thar 
he venteth our theſefpeeches': 
Brother,ariſe,(for you'miſt know, that all me 

commiltig to tractate with the Einperour, Vſe $ 
kind of flaviſh proftitution,, till, oiir of His freq 
Princeliticſſe!hte grace'tlieth with a new fanobr.) 
Yoware tior,/Tam- ſure, ignorant of this ſecret of 
Stato, this Hw of 1#9#cr, this'policy of 'pvilern- 
mennthis meancs of oifr ſecurity, thac 'when wee 
hanechildren of our owie,' id brothers muſt lite 
to difquier thetn,/nortitiyblockes bee caft in their 
way to therx&e'of Soneraignty, which may eitlicr 
ftdrtteVsinour refolntidhs, or bee Ymbragious ro 
their tendetneſſe by ny atrempr, or ſuſpition' of 
reaſon? thereforewasT reſoliied to Wrap 'you'Vp 
itrvthe Cypreſſe cheſts of youir predeceſſors ; tot 
ſo moch"in itiration'sf Wſtomme, tb which'in a 
manier diſr fatherschairied rheir lines and ations, 
as'cdnfirmatibn of ny owne iudgetnent, not to 
comiirſuch a'foleciſme in my Soucraigaty, as to 

leaue 
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leauea hand vncut off, which might, by way. of 
audaciouſneſſe,caft defiance in the face at'an, Enz- 
perour, or ſow the ſeeds of turbulency;to.choke vp 


the good corne of peace and quietneſſe: but ſure, | 


thou haſt found ora end, whom none can finde, 
but by.the purity of lite, and. deuotion of prayer: 
he WR gin thy behalfe, There isn0Religi 
on in Blaod. For as thas lone-building cannox 
ſtand, which is ſet vp with vnterppered morter : ſo 
cannortheir lives proſper,who.carowſe the receits 
that aremingled with death,orrcucnge.,,, , 
Therefore liue,nay.therefore raigne, apd whgn 
the thredot my life is ſpun, which is now. a win- 
ding on the wheele of Deſtiny, looke you ſtep. ipe, 
tothechaire of coptroll, Retyember: the, 0:homan 
glory, and ler my abhorredcourle of lifebea war- 
ning vnto thee, that furquedry. andeffewinatcneſſe 
be the onely clogs to a generous minds, and barre 
vp the gates cucy in the infide, to keeps Princes

gut of the Palace of Honour and renowne. Re- 
member.char though Monarkes would live with. 
out controll; yer there are no ſuch enemics tothe 
flouriſhings of Gouernment,, as to ſpott. before 
them wich the trippipg, Faeries of flattery, and pri- 
vats reſpe&, vyhereby they ſhall eirher looke,vvith

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ſmooth and ſ{weete tract of a more pleaſant and 
fafer walke. Remember my children, that are Prin- 
ces by blood, and ſhould haue bceene thy Maſters 
by birth-right: bur they are roo young to rule 
themſclues, and too great to bee ouer-ruled by o. 
thers : nay, the Othomman glory muſt nor b&ſhated 
amongſta troope of dependants, nor the*Chariot 
wheeles ofour Maieſty bedaſhed with rhe daring 
approches of ſuch horſes, as muſt needs bedirty vs 
more then our owne flingings or wantonnefle. Re. 
member thy ſelfe; thatarr, as itwere pulled out.of 
the iawes of death , and if itbea benefit to liue,or 
a bleffing to live gloriouſly, let ir be thy.verrne to 
be thankfull, and my.good Fortune, thatT impar- 
ted this benefit toſo worthy a man. To conclude, 
remember'6ur God,and1crnot policy, like Prome- 
thens his Vulture,gnaw vpon the heart of religion; 
but when thou ſeeſt any ftarr aſide from honeſt 0- 
bediencebe ſure he is cither an hypocrite, or faQti- 
ous. Keepe thy ſelfe therefore as cloſe ro purity as 
thou canſt, and neither neglect: publike meetings, 
nor private ſequeſtration; but take heed of ſeruin 
of Godfſor priuate reſpe&s: For that God which 
dothigiue vs bread, will giye vs ſtones, and turne 
our heauen into brafſe, and earth into iron, if wee . 
doe not ſerue him for lore, and come to him with 
cheerfulneſſe. ; TM BI te. 
: Whenhe had made an end, hee ſent for the 0- 
ther Yiceers and Baſhawes, and adiured them to the 
ratification of his will : ſohis brother was diſmiſ. 
{do his Palace deſigned,and they oichargee 
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they were recalled: but hee neuer troubled them 
more: fot very ſhortly afrer;heycelded to the ſum- 


-mons of the great Commander of Princes, and 


aue way to the alteration that followed in the 
te, yet for the rime, with one generall conſent 
and vnani-nity they inueſted the Princely Muſta- 
phawith the Diadem, in which he remained qui- 
etly a while, as if they made a conſcience of in- 
fringing the will of the dead, and were reſolued to 
admir-of his vertue,that muſt rieeds adde glory to 
the Empire. 

But Scander Baſhaw perceiuinghis owne autho- 
rity much diminiſhed by this tranſlation,and pro- 
ie&ing another manner of greatneſle, if hee might 
be aduancedto be Yiceer vnder a younger Prince, 
intimated againſt the new Emperour, that hee was 
too much addicted to peaceand fobricty, and his 
coole ſpirit muſt needs draw on ſtrange inconue- 
 niences vpon theEmpire z but intruth, he watched 

—__ to conuerſe with the children of 
Achmate, and found the liuely 0ſ»:ar, or 0thoman, 


he werenothisfathers eldeſt fonne : yea, he inter- 
jeged ſuch firange queſtions and demands, that 
_— were already afraid they had done 
ing vniuſtifiable,and which muſtbe anſwe- 

red withno lefle then the loſle of their liues. 


VWhereupon he reſolued on an alteration, and | 


fconferred with the 7iceer and principall Mufty, 
abour the towardlinefſe of = young Prince, and

cight or nine yeeres old, fo forward, and 
ſpri hat he durſt aske him, to his amaze, if 
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ſaw no remedy for their ſecurity, but to depoſe Ms. 
ſtapha againe,8& make Oſman Emperour : to which, 
whennone of that Councell and-faRion durſt op- 
poſe, they preſently gaue the 1aniſaries a donatiue 
in the name of young Oſman, ſtored the Helleſpart 
with many Gallies, diſmiſſed certaine Tartarians, 
which were to goe into Bogdonta, and werenot to 
be tolerated till the tumultwas appeaſed, ſentfor 
diuers Sanſacks and T imatriotstoattend the young 
Emperour, and vnder-hand filled the great City 
with ſouldiers,cre Muſtapha could conieQure that 
they intended ſo waightya bulinefle, as the.depo- 
fingof a Prince. | 

But when all things were ready,and all men pre- 
pared;that were acquainted with the conſpiracy, 
Scander. Baſbaw: brought out the ' young Gſmar in 
publike ; whoſe manly countenance, andPrincely 
rowardlinefle amazed them-more, then if they had 
ſcene ſome Meteor : os-portentons Comet; What 
ſhouldI inſiſt on circumſtances By a wonderfull 
applauſe they gaue him-notice of. their liking, and 
a quicke diſpatch of his inueſture.afluranee ot their 
approbation :ſo they made no-mateador, butpro. 
claimed him Emperour,,and allowed hun. all his 
prerogatiues,as:if hee had-beene of mature judge- 
ment to challenge their proſtitution indeed. The 
next worke was the impraſoning of his Vnkle,;ar.if 
you will, ſequeſtring hin into: che/former Palace 
where his brother; appoynted:himyao, remainobe- 
fore his. death,witha Gard of Gapozres, Here he was 
confined, well attended, and better obſerued : For 

ſuch 
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ſuch was his Fortune, that then Scandey Baſhaw ex. 
cuſed his depoſure from the neceſſity of their owne 
preſeruation.and feare of the tumultuary 1aniſaries, 
who ſtill cryed after the ſonne of Achmate, and ever 
after ( as it ſtill continues ) the Yiceers deale in no 
cauſe withour his priuity and aduice; in ſo much, 
that when the ambitious Baſhaw propoſed the war 
againft Poland, asa continuationof fome glorious 
ation for the honour of the 0thoman Family, and 
renouation of Achmates charge ro his ſonne in re- 
nenge of their darings ro: defend Moldavia + hee in- 
terceded, vrging, The former contra& was norde: 
termined betweene the our Mathias, orthe 
Houſe of Auſtria andhis brother,and'thatthe Prin- 
ces of Europe were more war-like, and berter pro- 
uided therrin times paſt: towhich againe Scandey 
Baſhav replied, as much incenfed againſt the Polo.

But neither theſe, nor any thing elſe could coole 
the heat of his fury and diſpleaſure, but that hee

When Sigiſmond perceiued it would be worſe 
and worſe,conſidering they refolued to be reuen- 
ged for their former loſſes, hee acquainted all the 
Princes of Europe with the perill he ſtood in, recal- | 
led ſome of his Coſſacks out of Hangary,placed them 
in the borders of Holdawa, fortified the fron- 
tiers, and ſtopped the paſſages with new Ramparts 


and Barricados. Thus was an Embaſſadour ſent to 


Vienna tothe Emperour, by ay, of interceſſion of 
a peace,or truce betweene Bathlehem Gabor, and his 


Imperialt- 
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Imperiall Maiefty, eſpecially betweene the Princes 
of Germany and him, thar ſo their forces mightbe 
conuerted to theafſiſtance of Poland, and repelling 
this common enemy of Chriſtendome. Thus was the 
Lord George 0fſolinski,Count Palatine of Sendomiria, 
ſent as Embaſſadour to the Matreſty of Great Bri- 
zaine, and with him Sir Arthur Aſhton Knight 
and Colonell, an Engliſh man, dwelling in Poland, 
who had audience about the 11. of May 1621. 
and gracious admiſſion of his Embaſſy, delivered 
in the Latine tongue, both in a high phraſe, and fo 
noble a demeanour,that the King with extraordi- 
"nary willingneſſe accorded to afford him a cer- 
caine ſumme of money fot the leuying of 2000. 
Y olentiers for a Gard to the King of Poles body. 
And thus were the Twrkes inſolent letters publi- 
-ſhed,and many Chriftian hearts opened the dores 
of Charity, and not onely offered themſclues to 
fo gooda worke, but bewailed the troubles of E- 
rope,that kept the Princes within the circle of their 
owne vnkindneſſe, from better and more religt- 
ouscare for the generall proſperity of Earope. 

But God be thanked, in the meane time; the no- 
ble $;7iſ-ond, with the hopetull Princehis ſonne, 
hadfo brauely demeaned themſelues, that in foure 
ſeuerall incounters they ſhewed the Txrkes theef. 
fe& of ſo ſtrong an arme, that 4oooo. atthe leaſt 
ſhrunke vnder the fury of a iuſtifiable anger, and 
theſe Infidels ſaw plainly,that rhe God'of Chriſtra- 
nity would propagate his Church and Religion in 
deſpight RR were theſc vio. 

3 ries 
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xics paſſed over fo ſlightly : but the King of Poland 
commanded genetall Proceſſion by way of thanks. 
giuing tROrow his Prouinces: and by way of glo- 
ry and well-deſerved rriumphs, made the bonekires 
in (7450uta teſtifie to the world, that the God'of 
barrels had lighted them the way to ſucceſle 8 vi- 
Qory: nor ended it ſo, but a Captain was ſent with 
letters to Yzerna, to participate the good newes 
to the Emperour, who likewiſe dined with-my 
Lord Dz2by ( his Mateſties extraordinary Embaſla- 
dour to the Emperour) nor two dayes ( being a- 
bout thethird of September ) before hee tooke his 
leaue of {eſar to returne toward Erzlard.

that they gaue ground;and theſe Fry of Tartars,

In this eſtate ſtand theſe Eaſteme Countries at 
this houre, and feare: and miſchicfe houer ouer 
them like a thickened cloud, ready to powre down 
horrid ſhowres of deuaſjationand miſery: But that 
God, I hope, which holderh the windes in his 
hands, and rolleth vp the heauens like a ſcroll,
